Rendlesham is now know in the United Kingdom as 
the ‘British Roswell’, a UFO case of immense 
proportions. A case foil of facts figures people and 
mystoy. Did a UFO really crash into some woods 
near an Amenoan Air Base during late December 
1980, or is this case the result of cover story after 
cover story? There is no denying that ‘something’ 
happened on 3 consecutive December nights, that 
much is not in doubt, but where does the truth lie? 
There have been many articles written about the 
Rendlesham case and quite a few books too and I 
have to say that as a book reviewer and someone, 
who has been sent all the previous Roidlesham 
tides, this book (for me) wipes the floor with the 
rest of them! Why? Well simply because the author 
has painstakingly researched, travelled, pushed, 
pulled and prized interviews fiom all the various 
players of the Roidlesham case (and then some). 
People may not want to read anymore about the 
Rendlesham case simply because like Roswell, 
they’ve* had etKXigh of it. But like education, you 
never stop learning. O.K. why is this book so 
different from all the others, well lets take a step 
inside and see shall we. 

Schcdais and studeds (rf the Rendlesham case know the-&cts 
only too well, but for those uho do not, briefly, it is claimed 
by many who were there, diat on foree consecuiive nights 
(taring late December 1980, a strange and mystoious flying 
craft flciw through the ftnest at Renflesham near Ipswich in 
SuflMk Rngtawt and landed in a dealing in which American 
Kfilhafy men fimn the neartiy Wootftmdge Air Base were 
confionled by something riraigfat out d’ the TWilight Zone. 
There are conflicting descriptions as to the exact riiape seen, 
tnt die general cWMoiais d opinion is that it was coned to 
diamond shifted widi strange ^mbols on it’s structure. A 
curtain d secre^^ was then duown over the event for a while 
but in an amazing twist d events (certainly for admittance on 
the part d ‘aiqr’ Kfilitaiy machine,) a statemad/Memo was 
ideased (in a round about wsqrl) to the British ftess (News of 
The WoihQ which brought this amazing case to light 

The aidior nho has always been intoested in the uneiqdained, 
heard about die case and dedded to enquire findier, she 
looked duou^ all die previous written reports and felt deep 
down diat there was more to this stoiy that met the eye and so 
she set off on a (susade for die tiudi whidi brou^t her intn a 
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world of conflicting stories and nimouis but also, brought 
forth some startling information whidi clearly showed that 
this was no small time UFO case, this really was the British 
Roswell. The main witnesses in this case were the Military, 
but not flu behind were mai^ civilian witnesses as well, many 
of whom have qrdcen to the author over the years. This book 
is absolutely littoed by civilian case after case after case of 
pec^e seeing strange obiecis in the sky near Rendlesham 
Forest over the years.

Brian gave the 
author a hard tftne on die piK»e and said, “I know what I saw, 
md I’m not going to discuss it”. Now what does that meanll 
The author clearly feels (and can show in the bode) that a 
good number of the players from this story, mme so the 
American Military people, were soon shipp^ off from the 
base to other clirnates. Was this so that no (me could get to 
them and find out what they saw? The author clearly thinks 
so. Major Edward Dnrty UM the author that a D Notice was 
soon shipped on this incident, (this is an ins&uction to the 
press requesting them not to publish anything as it irrvolves 
National security). (}eny Harris a Woodbiidge resident 
decided to go into Rendlesham Forest after his own UFO 
sitting to see if he could see arrything. Ife was confiontedtm 
a logging path by two indrviifcials, a British policeman and an 
American security policemarL Mr Harris had a public right to 
enter the finest but was told in no uncertain terms to ‘go 
away’ and to enforce this point the American policeman 
cod^ his rifle and pointed it in Mr Harris’s directioa This 
was British soil and a counoyman was not aUowed his God 
free ri^t accesses to a well-wallsd area. 

The author then goes into detail about all the ‘Flash calls’, 
which were going on that ni^. These are major telephotK 
calls from various Military individuals which you rarely get 
utdess there is a m^r scare something of the nature of the 
Russians laimrfiing their ICBM’s, but (m the ni^its in 
questions, lots of these flash calls were going around What 
was less major than a Russian proUem!! The author also 
tracked down some British seuretaries who were etrqrioyed at 
the base at the time, they told her that there was intleed a 
major incident that occur^ and that a Colonel Spring was 
very much involved and that there were lots of British police 
who visited the base and she learned that there was a lot of 
radiation activity and coming and going of Military and 
British persormel, more so than she had ever seen in her entire 
time at the base. Another intoesting aqsect to this already 
incredible case, came when the author learned that a Law 
enforcement officer called Mark Beaucham who went out into 
the forest to investigate these strange limits, and dis^jpearedl 
A patrol was sent out in search of him, and thty too 
disappeared!! More persormel were sent out and they too 
disa^ieared!! 

UFCMogists the world over, know only too well that there have 
been a number of UFO si^itings over Military establishments 


and bases which contain Military hardware or nuclear 
weapons, the author afta peaking with Military men 
under Colonel Malcolm Zickler’s oonunand, insisted 
that there ‘were’ Nuclear Warheads on the Bentwater’s 
base (nearby to Woodbiidge) at the time of die incident, 
indeed, the author also found out that throng the Public 
records office in London a once classified (Xivermnent 
document clearly showed that USAF Installations 
throughout the U.K. were harbouring ruclear weqx>ns 
as fer back as the 19S0’s ! Stretching die imagrrMlkm 
here, if, as some people believe, we are irtdeed dealing 
with visiting aliens, I’m (]uite sure that thty would be 
intoested in seeing how we ‘ape men’ are progressing.! 
On the night of 27/28*’ Cfecember 1980 two RAF police 
dog handlers were instructed to Investigate strange limits 
that were seen near RAF Watton (near Woodbiidge). 
RAF Watfim piedeed iq) on radar, a large moving 
unknown air tnget. The two RAF officers were soon 
confronted by several figures, which they qxrtted in their 
searchli^ts. Their (dodies were silvery mi bullty and 
appeared to suck in the li^t from their fladilighie The 
(fegs, who were with these two men, started to go crazy. 
The following day a hi^ ranking Br itish police officer 
<]uestioned both men and advised them to for^ what 
thty had seetL Their note bo(As were confiscated and the 
log book regarding the events of that ni^ diappeared!! 
Even riKMe strangely, soon afta this incident 4 British 
scientisis from the MoD research centre at PorUm Down 
were driven into the finest nhere they changed into 
strange looking qace type suits with tubes running into 
air cortqiessors down their backs. The Watton event 
occurred on the same day as the Rendlesham event! 
So(m after the Rendleshm case, marty persormel at 
B4ntwaters repented strange visitors turning up in 
unmariffid aircraft, something that never hqpened 
before. Jim I^nniston (one of the witnesses) was told 
that senne of these peo(^ were from the CIA’s Langley 
Research Laboratory in the States, what was a CIA 
research team doing on British soil?

The author also brings to li^ the United States Air 
Force Intelligence working with a Governmait/Alien 
project known as I¥D (Project Preserve Destiny) 
Former USAF sergeant Dan Sherman claiins that this 
project is so secretive that it was classed as ‘above 
Ua^’ as was know in the loop as ‘grey maliCT’ or ‘slant 
missions’. The airthor must be congratulated on 
uncovering so much more about this case, but she did 
admit that there were still a number of people who were 
very fri^tened to speak to her for fear rtf' rqaisals or 
visits fiom some type of Govenunent agents. The author 
also looks at a previous auth(H'’s belief (Peter Robt^) 
that what may have caused the Rendlesham case could 
have been due to some kind of bizarre weather 
ejqjeriment.

The author also lods at odier potential ‘normal’ 
exfdanations and experiments that were conducted in the 
Suffolk area over the years and states that m^^ nur earthly 
erqjeriments at Otfordness and Bawdsey (near the Rendlesham 
area) could have penetrated some kind of other time or

There is no miaaking the audior’s sense of varied ex{rfanations 
to account for what was sighted in Rendlesham Forest She 
mentions that her sources confirmed to her that the secret 
Stealth airaaft was dqiloyed at RAF Berrtwaters during the 
early 1980’s. The F-19 made thirty secret visits to RAF 
Middldiall u iring the 1980’s, could, as the audior qjeoilaia, 
witnesses in the Re ndlesham Fmest case, have mi^akai the 
Stealth aircraft fi>r something more exotic? This reviewer thinks 
that this is a possibifity in odier cases but I don’t diirk that diis 
is the case hm. Fellow UFO researdier Brenda Buffer told the 
authw that she received a phone call fiom a woman who 
claimed to be a wife of a member of the ARRS at RAF 
Woodbridge who told her that what was repotted fiom the 
forest was ‘not’ a UFO but was to do with the capture of a 
Soviet spy ii^ane and two of it’s crew!! Apparoidy the 
American’s had stolen the aircraft windi was hidden at the 
Woodbridge base. Is this the cause ofall the disinfotmation and 
mis-matched stories? Brenda Buda also uncovered stmies fiom 
local fishermoi who were rnstniciBd not to fish in the waters 
between Bawdsey and Chfiinfciess dnirig the week of the 2^ to 
30*’'December 1980. ‘(Goals’t(dd them that aqaimoits were 
going to be taking place that week. The fishomen were paid for 
any losses incurred by not fishing Brenda was also told by a 
lo^ fisherman of a stran^ craft with lights ffiat was seen 
going into the sea near Otfordness. The auffior also goes into 
other possibilities, whidi account fat the Reiafitfbam 
Forest Incident, namely Eloaioinagidic weapons research and 
also ejqrerimaits with holograms. The author has uncovered 
UFO rqxrrts fiom the Rendlesham area going as for back as 
1947, so any one who thinks that the Rendlesham Forest 
Incident is a one off, better think again If In 1974 another UFO 
incident occurred at the Bentwaters base which at that time 
stored nuclear weapons an object was ^tted by over 30 
individuals and two F4 fighter jets were scramUed to intocept 
it, needless to say the object evaded capture and the indd^ 
was covered iq) urrtil the airthor pushed peo(4e firr more info 
about it. 

Some sceptics have suggested that ffie Rendlesham Forest case 
was the result of the spinning limits of Orfordness Ligiffiouse, 
This reviewer won’t even go down this road, for this is the most 
stiqndest explanatitm that I’ve ever heard. I’ve been in the 
forest. I’ve seen the lighthouse and it’s searchli^t, and believe 
you me, what utter nonsense that explanation is. Arryone who 
believes that the Incident was caused by this li^idKMise better 
go and arrange to see their doctor munediately as you are 
clearly losing your mind!! 

In closing this review, I found this book to be a new wealth of 
data, I thou^t that I would be re-reading ‘old hat’ some focts of 
course are ‘old hat’, but believe you nm, there is a hell of a lot 
of new info here. Larry Warren (one of the main i^ers in this 
case) has a whole chapter devoted to him, and it’s not that 


fovourable! I’ll dose with the words of author 
Georgioa Bruni when she says; 

‘‘There is no doubt dtat something very 
unusual took place in Rendlesham Forest 
during the last week of December 198& We 
never learn die full story concerning 
diese extraordinary events but as a result cf 
my raearck / am convinced diat there is a 
caver up cf enormous proportions to ke^ 
this and similar incidents hidden under a 
veil of secrecy. We cannot he sure that diere 
was an alien but die fact diat a craft cf 

unknown or^n landed in Rendlesham 
Forest should no longer be in kspute. It 
‘happened* / have presented enough proof 
of this diat even die most scqrtical cf 
scqrtics cannot argue” 

The above in my opinion, is definitely true. 
This book paints a very convincing picture 
and warrants your purchase to make up your 
own mind. You won’t be dis^pointed!

Spirits (Volume 2). AUTHORS: John and 
A^e Spencer.

John and Ahiie Spencer are well known to the UFO 
and Paranormal community,' not only on their 
investigative skills, but also in their authorship of 
various UFO and Foitean phenomenon. This book is 
the follow on to their first encyclopedia title and like 
that first one, contains much in the way of the weird 
and the wonderful. Students of forteana won’t be 
disappointed with this offering as it throws up the 
most amazing and fascinating cases. As before, the 
authors have catalogued these cases into different 
departments, for example, ghosts and visions 
associated with particular places, ghosts of the 
famous, ghosts with a message, time slips, ghostly 
animals etc, it’s all here and more. But of course the 
main question is, what exactly is a ghost ? Is it 
someone who has passed on, or is it something more? 
Well both Anne and John have something to say about 
that but more on that later. 

Let us take a look at some of these cases and if 
you can, put yourself in the shoes of those 
unfortunate (or maybe fortunate!) witnesses 
who were in the wrong (or right!) place at the 
time. 

Skeptics always say, ‘‘but where is your 
evidence ” ! Good question. And the answer 
is, ‘We have it’! But it’s what the definition 
of that evidence is. For example. The Thanet 
Psychic and Paranormal Research Unit were 
researching Dover casde and managed to 
capture on video tape a heavy door pulsating 
in a rhythmic vibration. It wasn’t windy that 
night, nor were there any seismic disturbances 
in the area, no one was anywhere near the 
door at the time of the recording! Elvis has 
been sighted in many parts of the world, but is 


it wishhil thinking on the part of his 
devoted fans! The authors state with 
tongue in cheek, that if Elvis is really 
doing everything in deatii that is 
attributed to him, his work schedule is 
more than anything Colonel Tom 
Parker ever worked out for him in 
life!. Does the same apply to visions 
of Princess Di. The immense 
outpourings of grief at the time of her 
death gav'’ rise to many Di ghostly 
sightings, was it truly her coming 
back, or was it again all wishful and - 
confused thinking! One of the things 
that has always puzzled me about 
ghosts, is not only that there is 
different classifications of ghosts, but 
some ghosts actually talk to living 
people! How is this possible! Take 
for instance the case of the Ex 
President of Finland Dr Juho Kusti 
Passikivi. The President had died 4 
mondis before this ghostly incident 
occurred. A Mrs. E. Sinisalo and her 
aunt were walking towards an elevator 
in an apartment building when they 
saw the President standing by the 
elevator door. The President ushered 
them in saying, "After you ladies ". As 
the elevator rose up between floors, 
the President turned round to the two 
woman (who incredibly had forgotten 
that he had died) and said, "Ladies 
you must certainly be wondering why 
am I here when I should be in the 
grave, but it is really so ” ! It wasn’t 
until later that they realized that he 
was dead and that they had shared a 
lift with a dead man !! 

Answering the phone is not such a 
scary thing is it! It is if the person that 
you here in the earpiece is dead. The 
authors present a few cases of this 
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nature in their book. Staying with ghosts 
that communicate, another case related 
by the authors from Lincoln England 
during the 1970’s relates that the sister of 
a woman who’s husband had died 
experienced in her kitchen a few hours 
later, a smlll column of wispy like smoke 
and then she heard the unmistakably 
voice of sister’s husband who said, 
""Its*' me, don't*' be frightened, Its*' me, 
don't*' be frightened. Can you give 
Heather a message for me**"? The 
woman said'that she couldn’t do this as it 
would frighten her but her unseen sister’s 
husband” voice stated, "No, no no, she 
understands, it's something I promised 
her. Will you tell her not to worry. I'm 
alright and it's lovely here, just promise 
me you'll tell her not to worry”. The 
sister then told her other sister about 
what had happened which comforted her 
immensely. 

And what about haunted objects? 
Armchairs and mirrors, according to the 
authors, seem to be the two most 
commonly reported objects that can bring 
forth strange experiences. This reviewer 
remembers only too well the time when a 
gentleman told me that he had bought an 
old mirror in an antique shop and one 
night as he approached it, he could 
clearly see in the top right hand comer of 
the mirror, the image of a pink rabbit, yet 
there was no rabbit in the room! Upon 
enquiring at the shop where he bought it, 
he was told by the proprietor that this 
mirror faced onto a wall of stuffed 
animal toys which included a pink rabbit. 
Now make of that what you will 11 
Then of course we have those other 
strange ghostly incidents. How about a 
ghostly fire! Tanrahan’s Town in St 
John’s Newfoundland was destroyed by a 


great fire in 1892. The building in question 
was constmeted shortly after the fire but a 
number of people have stated that they 
have seen a ghostly fire burning in the 
fireplace and yet upon getting closer, there 
is no fire there at all !! In an Irish case in 
1911, two sisters witnessed their bedroom 
engulfed in flames which produced no 
smoke or heat, after a while it subsided. 
This also occurred in different parts of the 
house. So as we can see, it’s not just 
ghosts of people we are dealing with. How 
about a case from Portland Oregon in 1990, 
a library assistant was viewing a CCTV 
monitor from the main desk and saw a man 
sitting in a chair, he was dark and 
motionless. She called her supervisor and 
together they went and checked who this 
was, but when they got there, the room was 
empty, yet when they got back to the 
monitor he was still there! 

There have been a multitude of allegedly 
ghostly photographs but the one which 
puzzles the experts the most (and is 
featured in this book) is a photograph taken 
of the HMS Daedalus maintenance crew 
during the summer of 1919. Freddy 
Jackson (one of the maintenance crew) had 
died a few days before this photograph was 
taken, and you’ve guessed it, he turns up in 
the back row with all his mates around him. 
Quite a spooky photograph and covered 
more in depth in the book. 

This reviewer has dealt with a case where a 
spirit Tncubi’ has allegedly had sex with a 
woman, there is a case in the author’s book 
which tells of a woman from New Zealand 
who had horrendous ghostly things happen 
in her house, but one of the most 
fhghtening things was when ‘something’ 
crawled into the bed beside her, she 
couldn’t see a thing, and then it somehow 
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blended into her and she could feel a tingling and 
buzzing sensation throughout her body. [Talk about 
jumping out of your skin, this was something 
jumping into her skin!] (read the book to find out 
what happened next I) 

The authors also relate a number of very interesting 
‘Time slip’ experiences of people who have seen 
buildings etc and upon getting closer they are not 
there anymore, have they seen a vision of the past 
when that house or building originally stood there? 
The authors have used a number of this reviewers 
own ghostly* cases in this book which includes one 
such time slip experience which occurred to a lady 
who took a photograph of Balnakeil beach in 
Scotland. She ifamed up the shot of a lovely 
Scottish sunset over a deserted beach and upon the 
Polaroid developing, she was astonished to see the 
gable end of a house!! There were no such 
buildings in her line of vision or indeed anywhere on 
the beach!! One of the most fascinating tales the 
author tell of time slips, has got to be the case that 
occurred at Irlam train station (now closed) near 
Manchester England. One chap had missed his train 
but was escorted by a strange old man who invited 
him into his porter’s room. He gave him sandwiches 
and they spoke. Around 05:30am the old man got up 
and said goodbye and rode off on his cycle. A few 
minutes later, one of the platform staff asked this 
chap what he was doing there, he replied that he had 
missed his train but an old man had kindly taken 
him to the porter’s room. The platform attendant 
looked bewildered and took him to this porter’s 
room where the chap couldn’t believe his eyes, for 
his eyes fell upon a room full of dusty shelving and 
pieces of rubbish all strewn around, it was evident 
that nobody had used this room in many years. So 
dear reader did this chap step back in time or did he 
hallucinate as the skeptics would have you believe !! 

The authors also relate a few Doppelganger cases, 
(people who see themselves from close up or a 
distance) One such case from London had a woman 
looking out of her bedroom window and was 
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confronted at looking at her hanging her 
washing out in the back garden !!! My 
partner Judith Jaafar also has one of her 
strange experiences in this book which 
tells of her own experience of a ghost 
witnessed in Ealing London. 

Thankfully not all ghost cases have 
supernatural explanations. The authors 
themselves, tejl of their research into 
haunted Rochester Castle back in 1992 
where they solved the puzzle of the 
green lights' that glowed in the castle 
windows and also the noise of galloping 
spectral horses, and what was it! Buy 
the book and find out. The authors also 
relate how easy it is to make ghostly 
photographs especially those strange 
spiral columns of light that frequently 
turn up on people’s photographs, they 
are not all ghostly lights you know ! I I 
think for me the most interesting part of 
this book was the authors thoughts and 
feelings on ghostly animals, whilst they 
recognize that yes we do have many 
such reports they ponder over why we 
don’t get many other reports of haunted 
animals. They say that many trees have 
been blown down in the wind and yet 
we don’t see any deceased ghostly 
squirrels climbing up non-existent trees. 
We don’t get tales of ghostly swans 
drifting slowly down the riverbanks. 
Millions of animals die each year, many 
on the roads yet we don’t see any 
spectral hedgehogs or rabbits darting 
across the roads of the U.K. So do 
animals have souls, or do we as humans 
produce these animal ghosts to satisfy 
our own needs (more so our loving pet 
dogs and cats I) Is there some kind of 
emotion with us humans when we lose 
our favorite pet that we somehow bring 
it forth into our consciousness and back 


into the living room. Absolutely fascinating 
stuff and the authors go into this in more 
detail in their book. 

For this reviewer I can safely say I 
thoroughly enjoyed this book. Admittedly it 
was case after case, but then in a book of 
this nature that is what you would expect. 
But do any of these cases prove that there is 
a life after death or do ihese cases prove 
something els; I! The authors quite cleverly 
mention that the famous American 
UFOlogist (sadly no longer with us) 
Dr J. Allen Hynek mentioned before his 
death and I quote; 

"There is a tendency in 20th century science 
to forget that there will be a century 
science, and indeed a 30^ century science, 
from which vantage points our knowledge of 
the universe may appear quite different". 

This is a book well worth buying (especially as a 
gift for any skeptical friends!) The world that we 
live in is certainly a very strange place indeed.

The extra puff was 
due to my age !... just had my 77th ! 
Came back with a few copies and the 
rest I had copied in colour mostly. 
Excellent photos by a Mr. Woods of 
daylight craft over that Portsdown 
Hill DRA complex in January this 
year and of a massive craft, red and 
pulsating, over his back garden on 
January 6th 1999. He has other films, 
stills and video, as his sightings 
earlier (1972) ‘took ofF, he claims, in 
the 1990’s ‘on a regular basis’. An 
end column to the article had various 
sightings from others and comments.. 
Dear old Sir Patrick Moore said, as 
usual, it was the open season for 
crackpots ! My own sighting in 1960 
over Portsdown Hill was also dug up 
from the NEWS files. 
SOUTHAMPTON ECHO did our 
group and editor/group leader Steve 
Gerrard proud on July 7th with a two 
page full colour article in the Echo 


magazine. Steve complete with green alien, binoculars, came 
over well and wasn’t too tongue in cheek. I learnt with 
surprise that Steve prefers UAP for Unidentified Aerial 
Phenomena instead of the normal UFO, caution being his 
watchword ? 

THE MIRROR of August 9th had a small item on the 
reported chase by two Turkish fighters of a ‘brightly lit flying 
saucer’ for nearly half an hour over the Turkish coast near 
Izmir. 

THE SUN... no date but August I think,,, had student Martin 
Griffiths claiming to be our first BSC degree in Sci-Fi and he 
did lectures on UFO’s and the search for alien life from his 
Rhondda, South Wales home. 

DAILY TELEGRAPH of the 20th August featured a letter 
from Brian Mindel of Bridgewater, Somerset suggesting how 
gratifying it was for crop circle making aliens to stay away 
from prospective sites during the Foot and Mouth virus. 
Course, WE know they didn’t but read the notices 
beforehand. Eight days later Mrs. Sonya Porter put the record 
straight with statistics showing ninety formations around 
England of which ’a few are known to be man-made, but 
difficult to say who or what made the others’, ’Alien 
Intelligence’, she asks ? ’unlikely’, she answered her 
own question, ‘but in this hardly explored universe, not 
impossible’. 

THE MAIL ON SUNDAY of the 12th August ran a three 
page dramatic exposure.. Or should we say “claim?”.. ~of 
alleged secret Naai technology smuggled into the USA along 
with its scientist inventors and ‘evil’ general who struck a 
deal with the Americans which subsequently produced an 
anti- gravity faster than light craft.. Labelled wrongly in the 
Mail, I think, as ‘the truth about flying saucers’. Experts from 
a new book by Nick Cook, Aviation Editor of Janes Defence 
Weekly, concluded the next Sunday by a continuation 
slightly less dramatic. Shades of that “zero point energy” 
revealed by the Disclosure Project Conference witnesses ? 
DAILY MAIL of Monday 20th August astounded many of 
us I reckon with a full page coloured article of a formation of 
FOUR HUNDRED crop circles at Alton Barnes.. Date not 
given but “recent”? Sceptics and experts alike still puzzling 
over that one. Busty Taylor was interviewed on GMTV and 
was cautiously approving of ‘whoever or whatever’ did it! A 
week later no one has “claimed” it. 

DAILY MAIL went even further into the unexplainable on 
Tuesday the 28th with another full page coloured article 
illustrated by the weirdest yet formations.. Two, both square 
and oblong, one with a “face” (very clever !) that is better 
seen from a distance.. The air, for example ! The companion 
formation is a reproduction of the binary code that was 
transmitted into space in 1974. Circle investigator Andy 
Thomas was sceptical, pointing out the original message 
wouldn’t reach it’s destination for 20,000 years. That may be 
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true, but brings us back to claims of zero gravity 
and faster than light aircraft, taking in time and 
space and it’s continual re-appraisals on the 
way. Although I have a gut feeling (the one that 
kept me from wishing to go to Avebury this 
year !) that we yet have more to come of this 
crop phenomenon. Sprinkled with the sensitive 
feeling about the proximity of the formations to 
a satellite dish and such right next door.. Those 
manning the observatory might have the 
knowledge and warped sense of humour to 
produce a pattern while on night watch ! On the 
other hand That “face” only shows it clearly 
from the air ! 

THE MEON.VALLEY NEWS is new (ouch!) 
to me and two articles were sent me by a friend 
for many years in that area.. Must nurture that 
source in ftiture ! Circles of Confusion headlines 
one, dated September 2001, and the well used 
“Are We Really Alone” asks the other cutting.. 
No date can be seen. Both items by Paul 
Jackson, excellent photos. .. Aah.. Looks like 
all part of one article... alongside the A272.. 
And excellent report on the ancient history and 
modern phenomenon portrayed, the whole in a 
tasty and appropriate shade of green. Close 
inspection reveals there are two different 
formations here. Paul closes with a mutually felt 
statement that asks ‘Is there something the 
spooks in Whitehall are not telling us’? Lots, I’d 
say ! But their time is coming ! 

THE GUARDIAN a respectable broadsheet 
daily, ran an item on the Rendlesham Forest 
affair on the 28th August.. An almost stop press 
item for SUFOG kindly sent to me by the 
chairwoman of the Netley Towns women’s 
Guild who I spoke to a couple of months ago for 
which I relay thanks to. Long article headed 
“US Base’s report of UFO crash had MOD IN A 
PANIC’ Richard Norton-Taylor wrote it and the 
information stems from a new book on UFO’s 
by David Clarke, a researcher at Sheffield 
University.. Published by Piatkus next year. The 
author, at the University’s Centre for English 
Cultural Tradition.. Wow, nothing less !.. says 
the MOD was worried about rumours that the 
UFO landing was being covered up by stories of 
nuclear weapons accident. Stealth prototype 
crash, even recovery of a Soviet satellite part. 
Concern about anti-nuclear protestors being 
alerted to such weapons at Bentwaters. They 
WERE stored, weren’t they ? British papers 


have now been discovered by David Clarke and he 
has asked the MOD to release them. Some hope I 
I’ve concocted a letter to Dr. Clarke on the UFO 
incident and the general UFO scene. 

THE DAILY EXPRESS weighed in with a last 
minute addition to my cuttings... courtesy of 
Richard my friendly shop owner.... On the 30th 
August just when I’d finished AGAIN !

DAILY STAR for 30th August... courtesy of 
Richard ! .. Had a piece on that Rendlesham Forest 
item I wrote about earlier... illustrated by Striebers 
“ET” and the spaceship in Independence Day and 
headlined “Don’t tell anyone, but the aliens have 
landed !” Mentioning Colonel Halt’s freely 
available tape recording of the incident, plus those 
five secret papers on the event which author 
Dr. David Clarke is trying to obtain, makes good 
advance publicity for Dr. Clarke’s forthcoming 
book. 

OK.. Now is that ALL or-is someone up there 
saying don’t hold your breath ?

TV broadcasts, obtainable for twenty five dollars. 
Says court of law would convince any jury of UFO 
reality. Increased UFO activity reported from New 
York, Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Illinois, 
Washington etc. UK sightings etc are seemingly in 
a minority in the mag.. But it doesn’t bother ME 
too much..

Low flying Adamski type disc filmed over 
Australia short while ago by a Rev. B.Chatham. 
The C.U.F.O.RG magazine finishes with a six

The witness was in his garden having a cigarette and 
watching the stars and satellites at around 00.20 on the 
morning of the 31st July. He suddenly saw a bright 
light appearing as if someone was turning on a 
dimmer switch until it was a very white, intense light 
(he had never seen such a beautifril ‘white’ and pure 
light before). It moved slowly from South to North 
and had no lights and made no sound. The centre was 
a bright white and faded out to the edges until the 
circumference became a bright blue colour. The 
‘front’ edge suddenly became darker and the object 
faded out of sight as if someone had tumt a dimmer 
switch off He had never seen such a beautifril thing 
before. In all, the object was observed for between 
5 - 10 seconds. For some 20 minutes or so afterwards, 
the witness stood watching the sky, but the object 
never returned.

Currently, the 
only trade magazine available on the shelves 
is* UFO Magazine. No longer a research 
group in name, one wonders how such a 
magazine survives looking at some of its 
monthly content.~This is one magazine that 
should be publicising British UFOlogy 
Articles about- UFO ]^oups in the UK. 
Interviews with researchers publicising 
British UFOlogy and at their Conference in 
Leeds, why not have 2 x Ihr setions where 
British UFOlogists can show Video footage, 
photographs and talk about cases close to 
home. 

British UFOlogy needs an injection of 
British home grown researchers having a 
forum where you can meet the people, meet 
the group and encourage more and more 
people to get out of their arm chairs and get 
involved.

Forward 

This artiiie began as an investigation into a possible mechanism behind poltergeist activity and 
related phenomena, but as the investigation proceeded, it became inexorably enmeshed within a 
completely 4inbxpected area, namely the covert world of military intelligence, ‘black’ projects and 
super-science. While there may indeed be a separate, discamate, spiritual explanation for the creation 
of anomalous sounds and the spontaneous, random movement of objects, there are other equally 
bizarre and worrying causes. 

Due to relentless advances in technology, the dividing lines between science fiction and science fact 
become increasingly blurred. Yesterday’s speculation becomes today’s fact and tomorrow’s 
inspiration and we are all sucked along inexorably in its wake. Unfortunately, most of these 
developments not for the direct benefit of the public, rather, they are developed with one thing in 
mind, military advantage. There are arguably spin off benefits for the public in terms of increased 
national security and employment in the firms who develop this body of knowledge, and it is possible 
that at least some of the beneficial technology will eventually filter into the domestic market. 
Nonetheless, it is of great concern that many of these experimental and developing technologies are 
potentially dangerous and harmful in the long term to the very people they are meant to assist. This 
was brought sharply into focus when researching a project dealing with certain aspects of poltergeist 
phenomena, specifically the ‘Hutchison Effect’ (see ‘The Poltergeist Machine’ by Albert Budden, pub 
1998 Nexus magazine). The background investigation quickly revealed areas of covert research and 
black projects hitherto only existing within the domain of science fiction writers and filmmakers. My 
inquiries into the Hutchison Effect, (which takes its name from curious anomalies observed by 
Canadian researcher John Hutchison when studying electromagnetic phenomena), uncovered a 
clandestine world of treachery and stealth. Very briefly, Hutchison noticed that items of laboratory 
equipment both metallic and otherwise would spontaneously levitate and move around when certain 
pieces of electrical test equipment were in use. The objects in some cases weighed several kilograms. 
Unsure of what he had discovered, in 1978 Hutchison invited both the Canadian and American 
governments to evaluate his discoveries...in spite of repeated requests he is still awaiting their 
reports. 
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In April 1999, at the prompting and suggestion of 
fellow researcher Albert Budden, I sent a series of 
letters to The US Army-Intelligence Dept based at 
Ft. Meade in Maryland, USA. I requested, under the 
United States FOIA (Freedom of Information Act), a 
copy of a report on John Hutchison’s laboratory 
findings. The report was compiled on behalf of the 
US Army by a team of specialists from the LNAL 
{Los Alamos National Laboratojy). It is interesting to 
note that Ft Meade is also headquarters of the ultra 
clandestine. National Security Agency (NSA). The 
NSA is an even more secretive and elusive 
organisation than the CIA and is incidentally, one of 
the biggest recipients of ‘black’ frmding from the US 
Government. For example, it was the NSA who were 
behind a series of highly classified experiments 
intended to develop OHR (over the horizon radar) 
carried out at the combined RAF / US airbase RAF 
Bentwaters - Woodbridge during the lite 1970’s. 
Many researchers believe these tests were somehow 
responsible for the famous Rendlesham Incident, 
when, allegedly, a UFO landed in the depths of 
Rendlesham Forrest. Aspects of OHR technology 
have been used periodically in a clandestine attempt to 
disrupt the health of civilians without their 
knowledge. These are well-known and attested 
occurrences in their own right; therefore, I will not 
pursue them at this time. 

My initial requests for information on the report were 
met with flat denials of both knowledge of the report 
and John Hutchison, which, while disappointing were 
not altogether unexpected. I passed these comments 
on to Albert Budden, who in turn was kind enough to 
send me copies of various items of correspondence 


between the US Army Intelligence Dept and 
John Hutchison that originated from within 
Ft. Meade. Using this valuable information, I 
was able to reinforce my renewed requests 
for a copy of the report by enclosing copies 
of these documents with my requests. Not 
surprisingly, this did not faze them in the 
slightest and they continued to deny all 
knowledge of the specially commissioned 
report and furthermore stated that the 
enclosed documents were forgeries. 

I continued to politely press for a copy of the 
report still enclosing copies of their 
correspondence with Hutchison. Eventually 
they stopped denying the existence of the 
report and in what was rapidly becoming a 
buck passing exercise, directed me to 
another agency. The Space and Missile 
Defence Command. By this time, I decided 
to write directly to the LNAL where, after an 
initial response requesting clarification, I 
received some interesting feedback: -The 
LNAL admitted that agents acting on their 
behalf but paid for by the US Army carried 
out a report. It also emerged that one of the 
main contributors, George Hathaway, 
proprietor of 'Hathaway Electrical 
Services’, in Canada and a supposed friend 
of John Hutchison’s, was actually working 
for and paid by US Intelligence. Another 
character in the story named Anderson who 
was supposedly helping Hutchison to 
negotiate red tape and locate a copy of the 
original report, was, unbeknownst to 
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Hutchison, a US Army intelligence officer. 
Fortunately, I have copies of various documents 
dating from the early 1980’s to the present; these 
include correspondence between the US Army and 
John Hutchison plus my own correspondence. 
Unfortunately, although LANL accept that a report 
was prepared and helpfully reveal who prepared it, 
they also state that their original report has been 
destroyed and ihe report that the Army paid for has 
likewise beeij destroyed. While I concede that this is 
not impossible, given the sensitive nature and subject 
matter of the report I find it highly unlikely. 
Hutchison also informed the Canadian Government 
of his discoveries and invited them to evaluate his 
discoveries. They did this then refused to tell him the 
outcome of their evaluation because, “it was not in 
the interests of national security 

From what I have been able to piece together from 
information available on current technology, it is my 
considered opinion that Hutchison accidentally 
stumbled across aspects of covert projects being 
developed by the US Army. According to a source 
within Jane's Defence Weekly, these ‘black’ projects 
concern developments in the use of focused, 
coherent electromagnetic fields. In this instance it is 
not the well known physiological and psychological 
effects, rather, it is the practical use of EM fields as 
‘beam weapons or, a form of propulsion. One of 
the companies involved with the US military is 
Sandia Labs, who, along with other defence 
contractors like the Lockheed Martin Skunkworks 
and Raytheon are part of the vast military/industrial 
complex responsible for developing all covert and 
‘black’ projects. Sandia Labs are also deeply 


involved with nano-technology which 
although itself incredible, pales into 
insignificance when compared with other 
projects under development. ..‘5ea/n 
Weapons’. These so-called ‘beam weapons’, 
virtually the ‘tractor beams’ much beloved of 
‘Star Trek’, are easily capable of lifting 
weights of 300 Kg into the air. The present 
smaller models are currently fitted to stealth 
helicopters for airborne evaluation with a 
considerable degree of success. Since all 
materials, irrespective of what they are, will, 
depending on the field strength react with 
magnetic fields to the point of actually 
levitating, and this includes human beings. It 
is now clear that many so-called ‘Alien 
Abductions’ may be directly attributable to 
covert field trials of devices such as this. If 
anyone doubts that ‘friendly’ governments are 
capable of this, there is ample circumstantial 
and historical evidence to suggest that they 
would. 

The late 21“ century is littered with instances 
of illicit projects being tested on unsuspecting 
civilians. Brainwashing techniques, 
irradiation, crowd control, the effects of 
venereal disease, the long term effects of 
electro-magnetic fields, exposure to micro 
waves, the list is a long one. It is already 
suspected that much of the UFO phenomenon 
is deliberately falsified and encouraged by 
specialised branches of the military to create a 
smoke screen disguising their operations. 
Another interesting programme using UFO 
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mythology for its own ends, is the development of 
advanced weapons systems by a conglomerate of, 
once again, Sandia Labs, this time working with 
Phillips. The device in question is a small, powerfiil 
laser device for possible battlefield/medical use. This 
has been repeatedly covertly tested on cattle, and the 
incisions produce a clean, deep, round hole, which is 
cauterised by the action of the laser, (does this sound

familiar to you). The removal of certain organs and 
blood, is purely, incidental and part of a deliberate 
UFO/ Alien disinformation campaign. 

Many other designs currently under development are 
equally amazing; most of them fall within the remit of 
UFO research. At present some of the concepts 
include Xenon Drives (they produce a characteristic 
blue glow, does sound familiar?) 
electro-hydrodynamics, scram jets, even gravity 
modification. Speeds of mach 30, its all there if you 
know where to look and none of it is attributable to 
ET technology. Perhaps the two most exciting items 
are the EM aspects relating to drive technology for 
aircraft. One application is magneto-hydrodynamics. 
A device called a 'plasma torch' is fitted into the nose 
of the aircraft, which creates an EM envelope acting 
like a type of ‘electronic Teflon ’ coating, which dras¬ 
tically reduces drag factor. Coils set further back in 
the fuselage of the aircraft create another, secondary 
EM field that actually accelerates the air passing the 
aircraft thus producing astonishing velocities. Due to 
the enormous speeds and the stresses imposed on 
pilots, these vehicles are UAV’s (unmanned arial 
vehicles) flown by remote control and represent the 
next stage of development in extremely fast and 
manoeuvrable attack aircraft. 


This unique technology was originally 
conceived in another application during the 
early 1900’s by an Austrian forester Viktor 
Schauberger. He observed that water, as it 
meandered in streams, could easily be 
diverted into eddies and vortices by external 
influences. Once the disturbances had been 
created, they developed energies out of all 
proportion to the effort required to create 
them, in effect something for nothing. 
During the Second World War, these 
developments did not escape the attentions 
of Nazi party scientists who press ganged 
Schauberger into developing his theories for 
their own purposes, in this case for aircraft. 
Some time after the war, the Russians 
developed the technology, which had been 
spirited out of Germany at the cessation of 
hostilities, but typically, they ran out of 
money and shelved the project. Some years 
later, an American physicist came across the 
idea and reactivated the project; he also 
employed some of the original technicians 
who had worked on it. The US Govt, (not 
surprisingly) got wind of the project, could 
see advantages for themselves, and 
immediately classified the work. 

These projects are of course only the tip of a 
dark mysterious iceberg, there are rumours 
of technologies and concepts that even now 
are still viewed as pure fantasy, these are 
time travel, matter transmitters, thought 
amplifiers and faster than light travel. These 
ideas are no longer pipe dreams; they 
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already exist within the bewildering complexities of 
quantum physics. It is probable that some of them 
will involve rather more than nuts and bolts 
machines, turning instead to sub-microscopic 
particles, atoms, quarks, neutrinos and even DNA, 
the very building blocks of life itself The new 
technologies may also draw their dynamic from 
latent energies within the human brain, energies that, 
where they are accepted at all, are still Ic :-ked on as 
‘psychic phenomena’. Perhaps the interstellar 
voyagers olf the future will not travel physically, 
preferring to allow their minds to span the incredible 
distances between the stars. Or, will technology 
advance to the point where a human being can step 
into a cabinet at one point and appear almost 
instantaneously in another one light years away. 

Neither should we forget that the Star Wars 
programme of the Ronald Regan administration, 
which incidentally used the talents of a team of 
science fiction writers, has been reactivated, (if 
indeed is was ever actually shelved). The team of 
writers were mandated to dream up the requirements 
and the scientists involved in the project were 
mandated to make it work. Ultimately, although 
super-science such as this can be our saviour it can 
equally well be our nemesis.

No 
wings, tail, etc. Silent, No Contrail. We 
thought it would speed into view from the 
cloud so we waited, glued to the spot. We 
waited, waited, NOTHING ! ) oddly, 
reminded me of the 1999 Avebury craft’s 
similar behaviour). I sat down, quite 
enervated, asking aloud why didn’t it come 
back for a second look.

This skywatch was a rather last minute affair. 
Steve Gerrard and myself decided to venture 
down to Westwood for a couple of hours just to 
see what we could see. The night turned out to be 
mostly uneventful, especially so as the moon was 
high and bright, as was mars. However, we spent 
the time between, 21.00-23.30, watching the sky 
and chatting about SUFOG, life, etc. 

Two events stand out from this night as worthy of 
mention. It is not certain at this time what we 
saw could have been bright satellites or the space 
station or something else, but here are the two 
events: 

22.10-22.13 Direction= SW to ME

Crop Circle Uo-date. 

In the next edition of the newsletter, I will list 
the complete listing of all crop circles reported 
around the world with a comment or two about 
local formations. I apologise for not giving much 
time/room to these mysteries forms this year, but 
due to other UFOlogical events and what ever, I 
have simply been unable to include the coverage 
I would like to of done. 

This year, 2001, has not been a quite year, with 
over 137 formations being reported around 
the world, with the majority again being 
found/formed in the United Kingdom. This year 
has seen the largest formation of circles, with 
over 400 circles in just one formation at Milk Hill 
in Wiltshire. The whole formation measured 
some 1,500 ft across and the largest circle being 
over 70 ft across. Hoax, man made, mass UFO 
invasion of400 craft... I will leave it up to you to 
decide.

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FLYING TRIANGLES AND GIANTS 

RETURN TO ISRAEL... 

Barry Chamish reports he saw the triumphant 
return of flying triangular formations over Israel. 
As always, their appearance was greeted with 
video cameras to solidly document them. On July 
22, a triangular craft was spotted in the cities 
of Tsfat and Yokneam at 7:30 PM. It was 
videotaped in both places. A professional 
photographer Raft Malka was phoned and video 
taped it from his home in Acceded. He earned 
the distinction of being the first Israeli to 
videotape two ieparate UFOs. He then phoned 
his nephew Doron Cohen in Yavne, who spread 
the word in thjit city that a UFO was coming. 

Among those he contacted was professor Rami 
Shkalim, who has a Ph.D. in both physics and 
philosophy and is currently a professor 
of Kabbala at Bar Ilan University. He was one 
of over two hundred people who viewed the 
craft until it disappeared at 12:30 AM. He 
had just purchased professional equipment, a 
Sony 320 zoom video camera that recorded 
an absolutely brilliant ten minute videotape of 
the craft. The craft had two silvery lights, both 
surrounded by a perfectly circular red aura twice 
their size. When the craft seems to turn a 
triangle of lights is visible. Then the 
craft becomes two lights, which emit spirally 
turning lights, like twisting fireworks, before the 
craft disappears to the west. 
He took the courageous step of going public with 
his videotape on the popular television program, 
"Good Morning Israel." The TV's host said, "This 
film is too weird to be written off as a planet 
or anything else we know." The fact that the UFO 
appeared on Tish B'av follows the pattern of UFO 
incidents falling on Jewish holy days.
